At St. John’s, Antigua, ‘‘ we have seen every Person of 
fashion, and our Toilet is loaded with Cards of invitation.” ‘‘Col. Martine 
. . . the most delightful character I have ever met, the Father of Antigua.” 
Stayed on the Eleonora Estate, the property of Dr. Dunbar; visited Mr. 
Freeman. At St. Kitts (Basseterre) she stayed with Lady Isabella and Mr. 
Hamilton, the Attorney General of the Leeward Is. and met all the people of 
the island. On 22nd March, 1775, she reached Shawfield, her brother’s 
estate on a branch of the River Cape Fear, 16 miles from Wilmnington, N. 
Carolina. She experienced the breaking out of the War of Independence, 
the clash between Loyalist and Rebel, the flight of the Governor, Mr. 
Martin, and his family, a review of Rebels (‘Six hundred men in their 
Shirts and Trousers’), and only escaped out of the country with difficulty. 

Another copy of this manuscript is in the British Museum, and from it was 
printed ‘* Journal of a Lady of Quality,” as noted hereunder, the MS. itself 
taking up 234 pp. of print. The present copy, lately the property of Mr.
